Important Notice To Taxpayers 


All taxpayers should read the following and comply 
with it. Section 70, Chapter 180, Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1933: 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting 
notification in writing in some public place in town, or 
shall notify them, in such other ways as the town at its 
annual meeting directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, 
real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of the 
same year. If any resident owner after being reasonably 
requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such 
list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application 
to the assessors or the county commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed. The request sent by mail directed 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or given by any 
other method that brings notice to the taxpayer.

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Report of Town Manager 


General Maintenance work was done on the roads 
and bridges this past year from money appropriated for 
that purpose. The Town Road Improvement Fund was 
used on the Moody’s Mill road. This road has been com- 
pleted from the main highway at Katen’s corner to 
Moody’s corner on the west end. The town received an 
additional $497.46 from the Hurricane Disaster Fund this 
year. This cleans up the amout due the town from that 
fund. 


The town hall was finished late last spring and is in 
excellent condition. Four hundred new steel chairs were 
purchased to replace the old wooden seats. Trucks were 
built to store the chairs on, and cloth was donated by the 
Eastland Woolen Mill, for covers when the chairs are not 
in use. 

You will notice, no doubt, that there are overdrafts 
in several accounts. I will try and explain the reason for 
some of them. Workmen’s Compensation Insurance, was 
voted into being in 1953, but no funds have ever been pro- 
vided. This amount should be charged off this year and 
provisions made for the payment of this insurance. The 
winter roads account overran about the same this past 
year as the year before. From all indications I believe 
we will have to increase the anpropriation in this account 
to $7,000.00 which is an increase of $1,000.00 over last year. 

The overdraft in the Library Maintenance account is 

not too bad considering the work that has been done on 
the building over and above the damage caused by the 
fire. Panic bars have been installed at all outside exits 
which has been a great safety measure. 
We have received a considerable amount of surplus 
foods from the department of Health and Welfare, during 
the past year, which is given to relief cases to supplement 
their needs. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank all the town 
employees and the board of selectmen for their cooper- 
ation during the past year.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


January 1 te December 31, 1956 


The year 1956 has been a busy one. The Health Coun- 
cil and townspeople should be commended for their en- 
thusiastic support and participation in the health activities. 
The nursing service carried on a full generalized nursing 
program. This was accomplished through counseling 
and demonstration visits in the homes to all age groups, 
group meetings, clinics and child health conferences. 


A series of four child health conferences were held 
during the spring with a total attendance of sixty-nine 
infant and preschool children. The children were examined 
by a physician who made medical recommendations to 
the parents for their care., Twenty-eight children were 
immunized against whooping cough, diphtheria and teta- 
nus, and ten children were vaccinated against smallpox. 


The importance of a good school health program in 
the lives of children and in the carry over to family health 
cannot be over-emphasized. For the first time medical 
examinations were started in the fall as a part of each 
pupil’s health appraisal. Ninety-nine children were ex- 
amined in the first, third, and fifth grades. The interest 
shown by eighty-five parents being present at these 
health examinations is gratifying. Twenty-nine freshmen 
were also examined. It is planned that during their 
school years children will receive a minimum of four 
periodic examinations. Hearing tests with the pure-tone 
audiometer were given to children in the elementary 
school and the academy. The dental decay prevention 
program, consisting of four sodium fluoride applications, 
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was offered to children in the second, fifth, and eighth 
grades. A total of eighty-seven children participated. 


Two community polio vaccine clinics were held in the 
spring and fall. Two hundred eighty-nine chidren com- 
pleted their immunizations. Booster injections will be 
given early in the new year. 


It is only by immunization against diphtheria and 
tetanus, starting early in infancy, and then fortified by 
booster injections in the preschool and early school years, 
that children can be kept free from these diseases. Mind- 
ful of this, a community immunization clinic will be con- 
ducted early in the spring. 


Orthopedic, Cardiac, Pediatric, Hard of Hearing, and 
Mental Hygiene Clinics were provided through the De- 
partment of Health and Welfare to children whose family 
physicians asked for these services. The aim of these 
clinics is to provide care and to attain the maximum of 
physical and mental restoration. 


Tuberculosis is primarily a disease of adult life. Case 
finding, especially in the early stages, and continual fol- 
low-up becomes significant. Diagnostic chest x-ray clinics 
at Newport and Dover-Foxcroft were made available to 
those needing the service. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Health 
Council and other interested townspeople for the con- 
tribution of time, energy, and service which has been 
given to this Public Health Nursing Service.

Progress Report - Mouth Health Project 


CORINNA — SEPTEMBER 1956 
To the Town of Corinna: 


For the second year, the Town of Corinna has spon- 
sored a dental decay prevention program for its children. 
This project, lasting fourteen days, was carried out by a 
dental hygienist from the State Division of Dental Health. 


As was done last year, sodium fluoride applications, 
for the partial prevention of dental decay, were offered to 
children of the second, fifth and eighth grades. Each 
child received a professional mouth examination and pro- 
phylaxis; four applications of sodium fluoride - spaced 
from one to seven days apart; and individual instructions 
in proper care of his mouth and teeth. 


Reports, explaining the condition of each child’s 
mouth, were sent to parents at the completion of the pro- 
gram. 


A total of 87 children started the series of applications. 
Of these, 58 stated that they had made dental visits. How- 
ever, at the time of examination, only 2 were found to 
have no dental decay while 6 others had received all 
necessary dental corrections. This leaves 79 of the 8&7 
children seen in need of more dentistry. It is hoped that 
parents realize the importance of taking their children to 
the dentist at an early age for most of the seven year 
olds seen already had decay in their permanent six-year 
molars. 
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Only 27 of these children were considered to have clean 
teeth - free from food debris and stains - at the time of 
examination. The importance of good and regular tooth- 
brushing was explained to all children. It is impossible 
to have a healthy mouth unless good toothbrushing habits 
are practiced. 


It was again a pleasure to work in Corinna and I wish 
to thank Mr. Moore and all the teachers for their excel- 
lent cooperation with the program.

To the Trustees of the Stewart Free Library: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Stewart 
Free Library for the year 1956. 


The library has been open 104 days. The total circu- 
lation during that time was 3935 books, with an average of 
38 books. We have purchased 119 new books, and have 
received 40 books as gifts and book club bonus books. 


We have sold 70 volumes of old bound magazines, 
for which we received the sum of $35.00 which was a 
welcome addition to our book fund. 


Since the middle of April, the library has been open 
on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons and evenings 
instead of on Monday and Wednesday, and this schedule 
will continue.

Each year, as I sit down to write my annual report and 


to work on the budget for the year following, I am usually 
faced with major repairs or improvements which are 
necessary. This year, in the town of Corinna, I am not. 
The Eastland School is in excellent condition, and I do not 
know of any community with a building better suited to 
its needs. It should be painted during the summer and 
a flagpole and shrubbery will improve its appearance, 
but these are minor in regard to cost. Our classrooms are 
all attractive and well supplied; the auditorium is superior, 
and the cafeteria, both as to equipment and quality of 
meals served, is second to none. We need to watch the 
enrollment there, however. Next year, we will be crowded 
in the lower grades, and large entering classes in the 
future will create problems of space. Right now, my 
primary concern is how to improve our educational pro- 
gram so as to better meet the needs of the individual 
child. As to the academy, for the size of the school and its 
facilities, I believe we are offering as good a program as 
one can expect. Greater shop space is needed and a 
course in home economics is desirable, but these will 
involve much careful study. For many reasons pertaining 
to its schools, the town of Corinna is in an enviable position. 


School costs, like the costs of nearly everything else, 
are still climbing. In view of the continued high birth 
rate, the teacher shortage and the rapid increase in their 
salaries, no relief is in sight, and nothing much can be 
done about it. During the past six years, we have added 
two elementary and one secondary teacher to our staff. 
Our elementary enrollment has increased by 72, but the 
academy growth has been negligible. Much has been done 
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there however, to reduce the size of the classes and to pro- 
vide a better program. During the same time overall costs, 
as well as the better salaries of teachers, have increased 
by approximately 50 percent. Similar conditions would be 
found in most communities. If our progress is considered 
along with the increase in the cost of living and the general 
upgrading of teachers, the additional costs to the town 
have not been unreasonable. 


Several changes were made in the school personnel 
during this past year. Miss Heidi Hooven and Miss Ella 
Clark were employed to replace Miss Pauline Alley and 
Mrs. Doris Leavitt. Mr. John Chapter, music supervisor 
for the past several years, resigned to accept.a position 
in another state. Mrs. Etelle Peterson was employed to 
supervise choral instruction, and Mr. Gerald Brown of 
Corinna is teaching the instrumental work. Ralph Pom- 
roy has been employed as janitor of the Eastland School. 
At the academy, Mr. Colby Walker, a graduate from the 
University of Maine and math. and science teacher here 
for the past five years, was elected principal replacing 
J. Douglas Thompson who resigned. Miss Barbara Traf- 
ton, a graduate of Husson College, replaced Miss Ellen 
Jordahn as teacher of business education, and Mr. William 
Hsancy, a graduate of Springfield College, was elected 
to coach and to teach social studies and science. Mr. 
Norman Fuller was employed to replace Mr. Herbert 
Osgood as teacher of agriculture. All the new teachers 
are well qualified and are doing commendable work. 


The addition of a school physician has contributed 
much to our program in health. Complete physical exam- 
inations have been offered for four different classes, and 
the participation of the students, as well as the interest 
of the parents in this project, has been superb. Dr. Gloor 
has also been very helpful in the control of communicable 
diseases. The dental hygienist, Miss Kathleen Niles, re- 
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turned this year to the Eastland School and worked for 
fourteen days giving professional examinations and sodium 
fluoride applications. The instruction she gave to all stu- 
dents on the proper care of the mouth and teeth and the 
reports sent to the parents were most helpful. The East- 
land School has excellent facilities for carrying out these 
programs. Much of this fine work would have been im- 
possible without the able assistance of Miss Mary Hayes, 
the district health nurse, and the Corinna Health Council. 


The Corinna schools can also boast of a fine parent- 
teacher organization. Its contributions to the schools, as 
well as the support and interest shown in its activities, add 
greatly to the success of our schools. 


One major repair job was necessary at the Eastland 
School recently. Some of the basic electrical installations 
were not sufficient size to handle the load required for the 
building. Besides causing us considerable inconvenience 
it presented a fire hazard and was desirable to replace. 
This cost was approximately $600.00. 


Black-out shades for the auditorium, classroom tables, 
and some new seating units, as well as globes and maps, 
were purchased during the year. A new lawn mower will 
be needed this spring. A garbage disposal is being in- 
stalled in the kitchen with funds from the lunch program. 


Our school conveyance has been very satisfactory, 
and we are fortunate to have excellent bus drivers. The 
Chevrolet bus is seven years old, and I believe it would 
be a fine idea to begin setting aside a reserve fund in 
anticipation of exchange. 


The sincerity and efforts of the Corinna citizens for 
better schools is greatly appreciated.

Principal’s Report 


CORINNA UNION ACADEMY 


To the Superintendent, Board of Trustees, School Com- 
mittee, and Citizens of Corinna: 


Herewith, I submit the annual Principal’s Report of 
Corinna Union Academy. 


118 students were registered on September 5, 1956. 
Since that time, 8 of these have left school; but 8 new 
students have joined us. Consequently, the enrollment on 
February 12, 1957, remains at 118. 


Several faculty changes occurred during the summer 
of 1956. Mr. William Esancy, a graduate of Springfield 
College, is teaching science and social studies; he also 
coaches boys’ athletics. Miss Barbara Trafton, a Husson 
College graduate, teaches commercial subjects and 
coaches girls’ basketball. Mr. Norman Fuller, who was 
graduated from the University of Maine last June, is the 
Vocational Agriculture instructor. 


In the music department Mrs. Etelle Peterson of 
Bangor directs the chorus; while the band and orchestra 
are under the supervision of Gerald Brown of Corinna. 
I was appointed principal, succeeding J. Douglas Thomp- 
son. 


The faculty members have exhibited a genuine inter- 
est in the students and have cooperated admirably both 
in academic and extracurricular activities.

A Driver Education course was introduced into the 
curriculum in September. Mr. Robert Spear of the 
faculty is the instructor. The course has been received 
enthusiastically by the students, and nearly 30 of them 
will have completed it by June, 1957. The automobile, a 
1957 Plymouth sedan, was obtained through the courtesy 


of Tempesta Motors in Dexter. 


Through the generosity of the Amicus Club of Cor- 
inna, we have purchased many books for the library. A 
wide variety of titles were selected to provide reading 
material suitable for the taste of each individual. Upon 
arrival of the new books, an immediate increase was noted 
in the amount of outside reading done by students. In 
conjunction with these recent additions, a new library 
system was placed in operation whereby the librarians can 
exercise more effective control of the books than pre- 


viously was possible. 


The Corinna Chapter, P.T.A., recently presented us 
with four new clocks. The necessary wiring has been in- 
stalled, and students and teachers alike are enjoying the 


convenience of a clock in each classroom. 


Beginning in September, 1956, the C.M.L. ruled that 
both fall and spring baseball games will be counted in 
determining the championship. In addition the league 
resumed its former practice of scheduling only two 
basketball games in a single evening and abolished the 


three games per evening procedure of last year. 
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Cross-country was eliminated from the Academy 
sports program for 1956-1957 due to a lack of interest 
among the students. However, if sufficient interest is 


evident next year, the sport will be reinstated. 


During the past summer, all floors in the building 
were machine cleaned and sealed; also, the walls and 
ceilings of the teachers’ room and girls’ basement were 


painted. 


Two new Typewriters and typing tables were pur- 


chased for use in the commercial department. 


I wish to thank everyone who has contributed in any 


way to a most successful school year.
